• The report clearly estab- 
lishw the need for addi¬ 
tional municipal revenues to 
relieve land of its onerous 
tax burden, aud while the 
commission does not agree 
with all the submissions 
made to it on this point, it < 
recommends decided 
changes in the policy 
adopted by the late govern¬ 
ment. Mainly these are: 

That social aarvloaa should not be 
a charge on tbe land and that mothers' 
pensions should be wholly a provincial 
obligation, but that Industrial school 
charges ehould remain on the munici¬ 
pal shoulders. 

That munlolpal grants should ha eg 
a fixed amount for a certain term of 
years. m 

Maintenance of Tranqutlle Sani¬ 
tarium and the mental hospitals la 
regarded ee eeeentlslly a provincial load. 

While pointing out that the changes 
must be brought about gradually, tha 
commlaelon proposes that the status 
of grants should bs Immediately re¬

A WAR THAT WILL PAY 


Our neighbor on the south has gone calmly further 
into debt to the extent of about ten billions of dollars: 
but the people of that country do not seem wbrried 
about it at all. There are, of course, two schools of 
thought. One is of the opinion that all will be well 
and tha other'is shaking its head in doubt. One well- 
known commentator argues the case out by comparing 
the proposed new expenditure with whal the l nited 
States spent on war between 1917 and the fall ol 
1918. He says in part; 

Before the rest of u» give way either to en¬ 
couragement or to fright. It would pey u* to .top 
end figure Juet what the unpueauoa* of thla ti t a n ic 
spending may be. 

The first thing one thinks ol la the World War. 

We apent at a greater rate than thla during the 
war. and w# kept It up longer, and we cam* out ol 
it without cracking under the strain. 

Furthermore, there le hot the slightest doubt 
that, If we were at war tSMlty. suma of thla slae 
would be voted without sag misgiving* at all. 

That being eo. why not compare our present 
situation to a war-time crisis? The comparison la 
a perfectly proper one. 

What la at stake In a war? National existence 
Itself may be at stake—though that wu not the 
case with ua In the World War. nor In the war with 
Spain. 

Money, national honor, national influence, cer¬ 
tain Intangible considerations that bulk large or 
small, depending on how you look at them—the*# 
were the thing* that went Into the balance when 
we got into our last war. 

What la at stake now? • 

Well—a lot of thing*; our faith In our form of 
government and our social.structure, our belief in 
ourselves, our dream of democracy and our vUlon of 
destiny, the happinee# and comfort of many millions 
of people; a total far greater than anything w# 
risked by going to war with the Oerman Empire. 

If it was proper to spend at an unheard-of rat# 
to beat the Kaiser, la It not Infinitely more proper 
to spend at an equal rate to-day to save the things 
which all cltlxens hold most dser?

Prediction that a better organi¬ 
sation of and closer ro-operatlon 
betwrr n the public and private 
welfare agriirlea and a clearer 
concept Ion of the need of “adapt¬ 
ing ourselves better to the 
changing social structure*" would 
grow out of to-day's attempt* to 
distribute relief to the - needy, was 
made by Miss Charlotte BRitton, 
C.B.E., of Ottawa. In her address 
before the Friendly Help Welfare 
Association and Interested social 
workers yesterday: 

Miss Whllton spoke on the subject 
of a social worker’# attitude towards 
social evolution and revolution, in 
which she rapidly reviewed the evi¬ 
dence* ol change in the field of family 
welfare brought about by conditions 
during the last year and a half. At 
what time, there had been no Domin¬ 
ion contribution to such work, nor had 
the government then translated their 
tai'Jkt of responsibility to the Indi¬ 
viduals into a statutory obligation. 

But owing to ths growth of unem¬ 
ployment. the Dominion, provincial and 
municipal government* had been 
obliged to undertake the assistance ol 
families In their own homes. 

“On looking back one realizes how 
mistaken we were to ’high-hat’ British 
poor relief. We have it—in our direct 
relief, We might do well to learn a 
more htimble attitude to Old Country 
methods." she noted. 

So rapidly had the problem of car- 
l*w for tbs u n e m pl o yed and destitute 
i;rown that there had to be set up 
!n the provinces, without precedents or 
policies, without precepts or pro¬ 
grammes. emerge Trey measures to meet 
the provisions of extending material 
aMtataoce to those needing such help. 

It w»« inevitable that such emerg¬ 
ency measures, colling for the hand¬ 
ling of 1.200 000 people a month, 
ehould present a*tremendous problem, 
observed Miss Whltton. Th# keeping 
of these people in the barest necessities 
of sustenance was the smallest part 
of the problem, and It was saaentlal 
that social services and private philr 
anthropy should recognise that this 
touched the mere fringe of human 
need. 

Touching upon economic conditions. 
Miss Whltton remarked that the last 
generation had solved the problem of 
the production of wealth, and that the 
new generation must solve the prob¬ 
lem of Its distribution. 

“It Is my opinion that the state 
cannot be Individualistic at one end 
and socialistic at the other. There must 
be a meeting point somewhere.’* she 
said, pointing out that the economic 
crisis had taught the need for Insuring 
the underpaid worker against the risks 
cf dependency apd Insecurity:—such 
insurance to be on a contributory basts. 

“If all the lasual laborers and relief 
worker* of to-day were enabled to go 
back to their ordinary work to-mqpTOW. 
they would still be faced with the 
rccumulatlon of debt, the too* of 
homes, fhe Impairment of health and 
the .strain Imposed by long months of 
unemployment." she declared 
But unemployment insurance will 
pot alone solve the problem of human 
dependency. There will always be the. 
problem of those dependents whosd 
numbers for various reason# cannot be 
reduced beyond the Irreducible resi¬ 
duum, hence there must alwsya be 


public relief and welfare services, sup¬ 
plemented by private philanthropy, to 
help families to survive. Any official 
programme could only be responsible 
for the bare necessities of lire; other 
social agencies must supply the other 
strengths essential to enable these frail 
human craft* to weathsr the storm of 
economic conflicts, Miss Whltton main¬ 
tained. 

F. E. Wmalow, who prcMdsd. ten¬ 
dered the congratulations of the gath¬ 
ering to Miss Whltton. who la executive 
secretary of the National Council of 
Child and Family Welfare, on her In¬ 
clusion In the King's New Year honors 
list, in which he als« coupled the 
name of Miss Mary Lawson, MBE. 
who was a guest of honor at the 
luncheon. Mayor LeemJhg thanked 
Miss Whltton for her able address.

The Scouts have not 
held a collection for several years, but 
find their fund* low and expenses for 
insurance, taxes and fuel for their 
building atlll to be paid. 

Contributions to tha Scout* a ill also 
be made Indirectly to the needy people 
of the city, for the organixation has 
done a grent deal during the winter, 
and especially over the Christmas sen- 
son, to provide food. toys, work and 
money for the poor. They are still 
carrying on weeklv house-to-house col¬ 
lections for the Women’s Work Room. 

30-days’ Fasting 
Period Is Over 


New York. Feb. 15.—The restaurant 
business In the Mohammedan districts 
has resumed Us normal, quiet way. for 
the thirty-day fast of the Ramadan la 
over. It marks the time when the 
Prophet received the first part of his 
revelation, and so It was written; “O ye 
who believe! There Is prescribed for 
you the fast, as It has been prescribed 
for those before you." And so the 
faithful eat only after sunset and be¬ 
fore sunrise . . . You’re mistaken 
though. If you think tha* makes for 
temperate living. The lid Is off when 
It comes to nocturnal feasting. 

For a Turkish feast, at any tlm© of 
the year. many , of the Mohammedan 
elite—and a few western folk who like 
that sort of thing—go to a brown- 
stone house on East Thirtieth Street 
called the Constantinople Keghan 
Enrenjy. the host, provides a luncheon 
that usually start# with Turkish hors 
d oeuvres, called meaallk. and tcheom- 
lek kebab; which t*)amb that has had 
interesting things done to It. for 
dessert there may be quinces stewed In 
rose water (very tasty) and Turkish 
coffee.
